To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for the observance of Old Home Day and 
appoint a committee to expend the same. 


12th. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to recovering the G. A. R. flag for the George A. 
Philbrick Post of the American Legion. 


13th. To vote on the Constitutional Amendments 
submitted by the Constitutional Convention. 


14th. To see if the Town will make appropriation of 
$100 to $500 for the purpose of co-operating with the State 
and Federal Goverments in the control of the White Pine 
Blister Rust, such appropriation to be available until spent 
in co-operation with the State and Federal Governments. 


15th. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gard to raising the highway at Abija Bridge, so called, to 
allow flash boards to be put on the Weare Improvement 
& Reservoir Association dam, whereby water can be stored.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of the Town of Weare: 


I herewith submit my seventh report as Superinten- 
dent of Weare schools.

GENERAL CONDITIONS 


The children of Weare, with the exception of those at 
the East Weare Grammar School, were enabled to have 36 
weeks schooling last year, as a result of the new Educa- 
tional Law. Those at East Weare had but 31 weeks, on 
account of the inability to secure suitable teachers. 

Notwithstanding the teacher shortage, Weare’s schools 
all had teachers at the beginning of the present year and 
schools were opened on time. These teachers have proven 
satisfactory, with one exception. This one has been suc- 
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ceeded by one who, at the present time, is giving excellent 
satisfaction, 

Unfortunately, all the schools at South Weure have 
been obliged to loose from five to six weeks, 01 account of 
the whooping-cough epidemic. February 8th the East 
Weare schools were closed for the same reason. All these 
schools, however, will have time for the full 86 weeks re- 
quired by law, if no further interruption comes. 

The teacher-p:oblem is still unsettled. While teachers 
will be more plentiful next year than this, the number who 
will come into the rural schools, unless inexperienced, wil] 
continue to be small. The prospect for securing teachers 
does not warrant estimating the teacher cost next year any 
below what it has been this year. Iam confident, however, 
that we shall not need to estimate it more except, perhaps» 
in the high school. 

The work of the elementary schools to date is well up 
to requirements and I am much pleased with the results 
and interest shown. 


REPAIRS 


In considering repairs for this next year, I call your 
attention to the following: 

The Sugar Hill school] house repairs, begun this year, 
should be completed. At East Weare something should 
be done in both rooms to give more light. Both need re- 
painting. The Buxton school, it to be permanently used, 
should have the entire interior painted a lighter color and 
the ceiling repaired and whitened. The toilets should be 
connected with the school building and improved. 

At Riverdale and North Weare, the toilets should be 
made accessible from the school room and improved. At 
the Center, the ceiling should be whitened and the walls 
made a lighter color. The toilets should be made acces- 
sible from the school room. The interior of the Friends 
school needs to be repainted, or repapered, a lighter color 
and the toilet should be entirely rebuilt. 
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HIGH SCHOOL 


The high school has entered upon its second year with 
fair prospects of being as successful as last year. We were 
fortunate in retaining the same teachers this year as last. 
Both have been interested, not only in the boys and girls of 
the school, but in the whole community life as well. 

The enrollment of this school year has been 380, as was 
estimated last year. I visit no school where I see more in- 
terest manifested than I see here. Splendid work, practi- 
cal and helpful, is being done. a : 

If the school meets the reyuirements of the *‘Smith- 
Hughes Act,” under which we are working, provisions must 
be made for a forge room for the iron work of the Farm 
Mechanics Course. It has been suggested that two of the 
horse stalls night be converted into a suitable room for this 
purpose, if thought best. An unused lumber camp “shack” 
might be securred and fitted up, or some unused building 
in the vacinity of the school might be rented and used for 
this purpose. Whatever seems best should receive your 
early consideration. 

Something should be done, too, for better heating fa- 
cilities than the school now has. 

Another important matter demanding your considera- 
tion, concerns the adoption of a full four years’ high school 
course. At present we are woiking under a three year 
course. There will be but one pupil next year to take the 
fourch year work, and as the present teachers are already 
overloaded with work another teacher would have to be se- 
cured, This means a large expense for the benefit of one; 
worthy as he is. The following year there probably will be 
a class of not less than 14, nor more than 18, to take this 
course and graduate. It would seem the wisest thing to 
postpone the adopting the fourth year until 1922. These 
are the conditions. The decision rests with you and the vo- 
ters of the district. 

In making appropriations for the high school for the 
next year, you need to take into considetation the purchas-

ing of equipment for the teaching of Physics and Chemis- 
try. 

The high school deserves the continued enthusiastic 
support of the citizens. This school means much to the 
future welfare of the town. How much, the boys and girls 
now in the school and to be there in the future will certainly 
demonstrate. 


EXPENSES 


The school like every other kind of business, has nec- 
essarily increased its cost of maintenance in the 
last four years. Not only do teachers cost more than they 
did four years ago, but everything used in the school room 
has increased in price more in proportion than the teacher. 

I submit the following figures for your information. 

In 1916-17 the schools of Weare cost $6,013.67. The 
teacher cost was $4,155.00, or about 60% of the whole 
cost. 

In 1919-20 the schools (not including the high school) 
cost $8,659.12, an increase of nearly 44% over four years 
ago. The teacher cost this last year was $4,952.70, an in- 
crease of only 19% over four years ago. 

If you include the high school, the increase in the to- 
tal cost of the schools for the past four years has been 55% 
and in teacher cost 62%. The increase in this year’s cost 
over the previous year was 17%. ‘he town did not pay 
all this increase, as the state, under the new Educational 
Law, contributed $1,471.29. This present year, 1920-21, 
the Town of Weare will pay to the state, as the result of 
the Educational Law, $1,219.40 state tax, $410.00 per capita 
tax and $114.28 excess salary of superintendent, a total of 
$1,743.68. The state, if it meets its obligation in full, will 
pay back to Wearé $2,413.00. In other words, the Educi- 
tional Law is worth to Weare this year $669.32 more than 
than the town pays the state toward the support of the law 
and gets its Superintendent free besides. 
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So far as Weare is concerned, it has no reason to ob- 
ject to the present law.
